NEW TREATMENT FOR TUBERCULOSIS—RODV- 
MANIA WITH RUSSIA. 

Paris, April 17.—Medical circles im this city 
are greatly interested tn a new treatment for 
tuberculosis discovered by M. Germain See, 
the distinguished Professor of Clinics at the 
Hotel Dieu. Prof. See’s treatment requires 
the patient to pass four or five hours daily in 
a chamber where his or her entire body, with 
the exception of the head, is compressed ig 
linen bandages saturated in a solution of 
creosote. The pressure is thus increased un- 
til it reaches an atmosphere and a half. Sey- 
eral excellent and permanent results have al- 
ready been obtained.

ON THE BELLAMY PLAN. 


How Two Schemers Made Money Out of 
the Kaweah Colony. 


Ros Ancrtzs, Ca?., April 17.—The Erpren 
contains the result of an investigation of,the 
Kaweah Colony in Tulare County, which was 
established ostensibly to carry out National. 
istic ideas. The investigation was prompted 
by the prosebution in the United States Dis- 
trict Court here of Burnett G. Haskell, Henry 
8. Hubbard, Henry T. Taylor, James J. Mar- 
tin, Wm. Christie, trustees and the leaders, 
on charges ot cutting timber on Government 
lands. In October, 1885, forty-two men made 
timber entries of lands famous for big timber 
in Tulare Oounty. Two months later the 
Land Commissioner ordered the withdrawal 
of these lands from entry. Meanwhile the 
filers had gone ahead and paftly built a road 
eighteen miles long through an inaccessible 
„country to get to the timber claims. The 
entries were refused by the Visolia office, but 
the filers protested and went on with the 
work. The five trustees were found guilty 
last evening, and thé Prpres makes the 
following statement in regard to the methods 
under which the Ka ‘was con- 
ducted: 

Haskell and Martin established a joint stock 
company and the former started a magazine, 
claiming that the Kaweah colony owned 4,000 
acres of timber lands and 1,000 acres of graz- 
ing and, The most glowing descriptions 
were given of the delights of living in the col- 
ony which Was being. run on Bellamistie 
plans. Hundreds, perha thousands, of 
— ag during the period ofover three years 

ave been duped into the scheme, many per- 
sons spending their all to get to Kaweah and 
working for a long time, living meanwhile on 
cheap fare. The workers were not paid in 
money but in time checks Gevised by Haskell 
which entitled the holder to the labor of an- 
other man, goods bought from the colony and 
bearing half a cent interest. Thousands of 
these worthless bits of paper have 
been issued and many persons have 
nothing else to show for their three 
years’ labor. The arrangements of entering 
were for the applicant to pay 800, of which 
$100 was in cash andthe balance in monthly 
sums of $. By getting new recru its through 
the influence of the magazine it is estimated 
that the revenue of Haskell and Martin, who 
received all these monies, was $6,000 a month. 
Some persons were permitted by the alleged 
Board of Directors to come to the colony and 
work out their $400 balance for membership. 
Thus the schemers got people and finishedthe 
building of the road for rough board and 
clothes. 

Mrs. V. Goodwin, late of New Hampshire, 
in a letter descries the condition of the col- 
onists dt Kaweah as horrible, she having 
been one of them, and she says ail who been 
able to leave the colony have done 830.

BOLIVIA IN IT NOW. 


The Dead Leader of the Mafla Was Her 
Consul at New Orleans. 


MACHECA’S NAME Is ON THE-BTATE DE- 
PARTMENT RECORDS. 


A New Phase of the Internationa! Con- 
troversy — Minister Porter to Quit 
Italy on Leave of Absence—A Diplo- 
matic Retaliation—Failure of Rudini’s 
Bluff—An Italian Editor’s Bombast.

Jose P. Macheca, the alleged head 
of the Mata, and the most prominent of ti 
victims of the mob, still stands on the records 
of the State Department as the‘ duly accred- 
od and recognized Consul of Bolivia tn New Or- 
leans, He was a wealthy merchant, His firm of 
Macheca Bros, still continues the agency of 
one oftheimportant steamsh{p lunes touch- 
ing at New Orleans and trading with south 
American ports, and it was probably from 
this connection that Macheca came to be ap- 
pointed Consul for Bolivia. The hard fact ro- 
mains that he was such Consul at the time of 
his unauthorized execution. Bolivia has no 

matic representative here. Ita most 
prominent agent is Consul- General Obarrio of 
New York. It does not appear that he has 
made any movement in the matter. Mr. Obarrto 
was a delegate totif® recent International 
Monetary Commission, which set in Wash- 
ington. Incidentally during his visits to the 
Capital in that connection he mentioned with 
regret that since the disastrous Chill-Peru- 
vian war Bolivia had been left without any 
seaport and had to do all her commerce 
through neighboring States.

Result of Ex-Minister Foster's Mission 
to Madrid.

BASED ON THE RECIPROCITY CLAUSE OF 
THE M’KINLEY Rr. 


Opening Cuban Markets to American Prod- 
Gacta—Revenue Lost to the Spanish 
Hawley Sees No Charms 
& a Cabinet Position—Hs Likes thé 
Benate Best 
Wisnrxarox, D. O., April 17-—Advicos re. 
ed at the State Department indicate that 
new treaty with Spain has been con- 
uded. It comes within the provisions of 
reciprocity Clause of the McKinley bill, 
and er- Minister John W. Foster, who ne- 
ted the terms of the treaty, will soon be 
back in Washington with the fulltext. Sec- 
retary Blaine gave Mr. Foster definite in- 
structions before he departed that he should 
make no concessions for our Government 
beyond those made in the McKinley bill, and 
be should make cleartothe Spanish Cabinet 
the difference between his power at 
present over the duties on sugar, hides, cof- 
fee and tea and his power over the tariff on 
other styles not named in the reciprocity sec- 
tioh. He directed especially to make it plain 
that our Government would not surrender 
the duties on tobacco as desired by the Span- 
iards. Mr. Foster followed dis instructions 
60 well and with eo thorough a knowledge of 
the Spantsh language and character that the 
Spanish Government promptly gave way. 
They destred at first to open Cuban markets 
to a few articles of no great commercial im- 
nee in return for 
of our markets to free sugar. 
They proposed a separate treaty 
sboulad then be made in which ther should 
admit American flour to Cuba at reduced 
duties in return for the admission of Cuban 
tobacco to this country. Mr. Foster made it 
clear that such an arrangement could not be 
made, and thatif Spain did not yield a 
weasonable return for free sugar the duty on 
sugar would be reimposed on Jan. 1, 1892. Mr. 
Poster has the advantage over the Spanish 
Govemment of offering them the alternative 
of accepting his terms or inviting insurrec- 
don in Cuba, which was likely to end in the 
loss of the island and its annexation to the 
United States. That Mr. Blaine was ready 
for this alternative has many times been 
pointed out in these dispatches. Spain is 
compellead to surrender a large share of her 
revenue by the new treaty, but she naturally 
referred that to losing the island altogether. 
one concessions she has just made can never 
be recalled without endangering her sway in 
Cuba, andthe same concessions will bring 
Ouba into Closer sympathy with this country.

SENATOR HAWLEY SEES SO CHARMS IN THE LIFE 
OF A CABINET OFFICER. 

WasniIncton, D. C., April 17.—A special 
from New Haven, Conn., says: Senator 
Joseph E. Hawley, who has been nominated 
to succeed Secretary of War Proctor by the 
New Haven Register (Democratic) and other 
Connecticut papers, was luterviewed yester- 
day vy a correspondent on the subject. He 
said: It is very kind, Indeed, of a Demo- 
cratic paper to und in me the qualifications 
for such a high office of the Government. A 
Cabinet office is most honorable, and no man 
can afford totreat the offer ofsuchan office 
with indifference. should an opportunity 
come to me to go into the Cabinet I cannot 
gay just What ISsould do. ButI have always 
gald that a seat in the United States Senate 
was tho most acceptable gift in public 
life. In accepting a abinet office 
one must necessarily lose more or 
less of his freedom of thought and 
action. Instead of looking to the people ofa 
State for approval or disapproval of his pub- 
lic acts and utterances he must look to one 
man, the President. This necessarily limits 
his freedom. Ihaveseen a number of men 
leave the Senate to accept Cabinet offices, 
and Ihave generally looked upon their acts 
as errors of judgment. The tenure of office 
of a Cabinet officer is necessarily uncertain. 
Should he fail to please his chief he may be 
called upon to resign at any moment, or if he 
be of strong convictions he may prefer to 
resign rather than to sacrifice those convic- 
tions. In short, there are many reasons why 
Thave always thought I would rather hold 
the office of the United States Senator than 
any Other, I love its freedom, I love its 
scope, I love its dignity and 1 love its associ - 


ations.’’

KIDNAPED HER DAUGHTER. 


Mrs. Lou Bibbs Tells Why She Attacked 
Alice Moss. 

This morning in the Second District Police 
Court there were some peculiar develop- 
ments in a case wherein an old, gray-haired 
negress, named Mrs. Lou Bibbs, was charged 
with assault and battery. 

The assault was clearly proven, several 
witnesses swearing positivély that Mrs. 
Bibbs struck a Miss Alice Moss, a mu- 
latto, several times on Monday at the latter's 
house on Lucas avenue. But it was after- 
wards shown that there was a good reason 
for the action when the defendant took the 
stand in her own behalf. She told the court 
the whole story of her life and wound up by 
asserting that Miss Moss had kidnaped her 
lé-year-old daughter. As much as this miti- 
gated the circumstances of the 
assault, Judge Williamson said he 
was compelled to assess a fine 
of ts and costs, upon which the old negress, 
who appears to be greatly affected by the loss 
of her daughter, burst into a flood of tears, 
crying: ‘‘She hastaken my only child away 
from me. The prisoner did not have suf- 
ficient funds to pay her fine, and will bo com- 
pelled to serve time. When she is free she 
declares she will prosecute Miss Moss for kid- 
naping the child. 

Mrs. Bibbs tells a sorrowful story ofher 
efforts to keep her daughter from the infiu- 
ence of Miss Moss, whom, she declares, isa 
„bad woman. The Mosses and Bibbs a year 
ago resided in St. Charles, Mo., the latter re- 
moving to st. Louis forthe purpose of being 
rid of Miss Moss, who seemed to have a 
strange influence over the young girl. But 
Miss Moss followed them ta the city and re- 
newed the acquaintance ith the sus-| 
ceptible daughter, much .against the wish 
of the elderly mother, who feared thé 
influence of Miss Moss over the girl. There 
were several narrow escapes from an en- 
counter, but serious trouble was averted un- 
tilMonday, when Mrs. Bibbs, growing anx- 
jous because her daughter did not return 
home as usual, went to see Miss Moss, de- 
manding to know ‘‘where Floe was?’’ 

„tent her to Louisville, Ky.,’’ boldly ans- 
wered the mulatto. 

Frenzied with anger, Mrs. Bibbs struck thé 
Moss woman several times, the latter causing 
the indignant mother’s arrest on a charge of 
assault and dattery. The heartbroken 
mother this morning said when seen at the 
Police Court: 

it may be wrong for me to think so, but I 
do believe that Miss Moss has gota ‘spell’ on 
my daughter Floe, who always does just as 
that woman tells her. I have tried every way 
to break the intimacy existing between the 
couple, but Ihave found itimpossible. Here 
I am; going to jall because 1 struck 
the woman who wanted to take my 
daughter away from me for no good purpose, 
My hair is getting gray and my disgrace, 
added most probably to that of my daughter, 
is almost more than I can bear.“ 

When Mies Moss was spoken to in the court- 
room concerning the charge of kidnaping 
against her, she said she had nothing to say.

While walking on 
Sixth near Market streets three young men 
came along and jostled against him, 
Before he had time to realize 
what their purpose was his pocket 
book was jerked from him. He feit the man 
pull it out, but he had been taken so by sur- 
prise that it was gone before he could defend 
himself. Mr. Clendenin made an 
outcry and his assailants fled. 
Cabman Clinton Hale, a son of ex-Offlicer 
Hale, was sitting on his boxacross the street 
and saw the robbery. He immediately drove 
over to where Mr. Clendenin was standing 
and asked him if he had been robbed.

Jump in the cab, said Hale. Mr. Clen- 
denin got in and Hale drove rapidly in the 
direction he had seen the robbers take. He 
traced them to the restaurant at 18 
South Sixth street, where one of them 
changed a $10 bill. Then hurrying back 
to Olark avenue, Hale found Officer James 
Fox, who was told what had occurred. 
Officer Fox got in the cab and drove with Mr. 
Clendenin back to the restaurant. Two 
young men were in the place at 
the time. One was Richard Clark and 
the other James Lucas, both Pool alley em- 

loyes. Both Hale and Mr. Clendenin said 

lark looked Ike one of the men and 
he and his companion were locked 
up at the Four Courts. 4 search 
of the neighborhood was made 
but none of the gang could be found. Officer 
Fox saysthat the robbers were members of 
the gang known as jhe Dirty Seven,“ a 
band of thugs who haunt that vicinity and 
hold up anyone if they see a chance 
to do it without being caught. 
Clark and Lucas remained in the holdover 
until this morning, but it was evident that 
they were in no way implicated in the affair, 
so they were released. Mr. Olendenin lost 
$15 in money and some private pa- 
pers which his pocket-book contained. 
One of them, a receipt, was picked 
up onthe sidewalk, where the highwaymen 
had thrown it, this morning. The same gang 
has committed two burglaries and blown a 
safe within ten days, and in that same dis- 
trict, and the police are making every effort 
to catch them, because it is not safe for any 
oné to be alone within their reach. 


Over 8200 Stolen. 


A warrant for grand larceny issued this 
morning by Assistant Prosecuting Attorney 
Estep against Harris Greenblatt was sworn to 
by Louls Cohen, the proprietorof a grocery 
at 1008 North SeVenth street. Cohen says 
that by dint of skimping and saving he hae 
managed to scrape together almost $3,000 of 
which $2,030 was depositedin the German 
Amexican National Bank, $600 was out on in- 
eters and $325 was kept in cash.

He went post-haste to 
the Third District Main Station at Seventh 
and Carr streets and reported the robbery, 
but was told that no arrest would be made

his saloon property on Wash street between 
Sixth and Seventh streets, saying that he in- 
tended to go out of business and leave St. 
Louls. Onthe strength of these statements 
the warrant for grand larceny was issued. 


The Wilson Trial. 


The story ofthe killing of Lars A. Davoust 
was told in the Criminal Court to-day by 
Charles Wilson, the defendant in an action 
for murder in the first degree, charged 
with causing the death of the tailor on the 
morning of Oct. 29. The case is a peculiar 
one on account of the theory of the defense. 
Wilson, it will be remembered, infilcted in 
Davoust’s neck eight knife wounds while in 
the shop of the deceased on Eleventh street, 
between Olive and Locust, and was caught by 
Officer Riedy as he ran from the place 
witha pairof pants under his arm. Yester- 
day the testimony for the prosecution was 
submitted. To-day Wilson in his statement 
on the witness stand told that when he went 
to Davoust’s shop fora pair of pants which 
he had left for repair he was met with 
suggestive propositions. When he 
tried to leave, he said that Davoust had 
locked the door and attacked him with a 
club. He then used his knife with fatal ef- 
fect. At 1 o’clock Wilson left the 
stand, and an adjournment was 
taken for one hour. The evidence 
for the defense will probably be submitted in 
time to give the case to the jury some time 
to-day. Instructions for murder in the first 
and second degree and for manslaughter are 
expected,

TOPICS DISCUSSED AT THE KANSAS CITY 
CONGRESS. 


Transportation the Life of CIvilization— 
Great Advantages of Shipments by 
River—The Mississippi a Natural High- 
way for Commerce—A Reception. 


Kansas Crrr, Mo., April 17.—The Commer- 
cia] Congress was called to order at 10 o’clock. 
8. A. Thompson, Secret&ry of Duluth Cham- 
ber of Commerce, undera suspension of the 
rules, spoke on transportation and water- 
ways. His principal talk was on the devel- 
opment of the waterways of the Northwest. 
He showed that the trale of the waterwnys 
contiguous to Dulath gave passage to more 
traffic annually than all the imports of all the 
seaboard of the United States from the north 
point of Maine clear around to Washington 
on thé Pacific. 

Gen. T. C. Catchings of Mississippi! was 
next on the programme to discuss trans- 
portation and waterways. He said that 
transportation is the life of ctvilization and 
the world could not get along withoutit. He 
thought the rallways and waterways were 
necessary to each other and the greater one 
was developed the better it would be for the 
Other. His principal work was of a mission- 
ary nature for the Mississippi Kiver. He 
gave statistics of transportation charges 
from st. Louis to the sea board 
by rail and by river and showed 
that the river guve great advantages to 
the shipper. American men and American 
brains can accomplish anything, and if they 
put their minds to the curbing ofthe great 
rivers those rivers must succumb. He said 
the great drawback of the country was that 
too much politics was talked. 

Hon. J. H. Murphy of lowe spoke on the 
Hennepin Canal. His life had one purpose 
and his heart one hope and that was the con- 
struction of the Hennepin Canal. If our 
national legislators are so anxious to aid and 
protect the manufacturers, why are they not 
anxious to a the agriculturists?

The crowning social feature of the Commer- 
cial Congress thus far was the informal re- 
ception tendered the delegates and visitors 
by the Commercial Club last night. The club 
rooms were thrown open at 9o’clock and it 
was far after midnight before the merry 
party had dispersed. The rooms were hand- 
somely decorated with colors and flowers. 
Refreshments were served informally in a 
side room, while the main chamber was used 
for speech making. The guests were wel- 
comed by President Patterson of the Com- 
mercial Club, Rev. Dr. Geo. P. Hayes and 
Maj. Wm. Warner. In response to calls from 
the audience speeches were made Hon. 
John C. Tarsney; John C. Wickliffe and Col. 
Brian of Louisiana, Hon. George F. Crisp of 
Georgia, Speaker Niblack of the Indiana Lower 
House, Hon. W. J. Bryan of Nebraska, Gen.

Bulling was forced to 
marry his wife, whom he betrayed under 
promise of marriage, when she was only 15 
years oid. His brutal treatment compelled 
her to leave him and work for her Own living.

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MARKED FOR DEATH 


A New York Italian Hunted by the 
Relentless Mafia. 


IN HIDING FOR YEARS UNDER AN 48 
SUMED NAME. 


His Disguise Finally Penetrated—Letters 
Received Which Show That He 18 a 
Doomed Man—Preparations to Meet 
His Executioners Bravely—Alta’s Story 
of a Mutderous Plot. 


New Tonk, April 17.—By a curious chain of 
circumstances the Herald has been enabled 
to place its hand upon a man here who believes 
himself tO be under sentence of death from 
the Mafia, because he gave evidence against 
its agents in the Coroner’s inquest into the 
murder of Antonſo Flaccomio three years 


ago. 

It will be remembered that Antonio Fiac- 
comio was stabbed to death in front ot the 
Cooper Union on April 14, 1888, by Carlo Quar- 
teraro. Carlo Quarteraro escaped immedi. 
ately after the stabbing and has never been 
arrested. Vincenso Quarteraro, his brother, 
was arrested and indicted for murder in the 
first degree together with his brother Carlo. 
At his trial in General Sessions in April, 
1889, the jury disagreed. Vincenso was then 
released on $2,500 bail. Less than a month 
ago his bondsman surrendered him, and he 
was committed to the Tombs. Day before 
yesterday, on motion of his counsel, Re- 
corder Smythe released him on his own re- 
cognizance, so that Vincenso Quarteraro is 
to-day practically a free man, able to go and 
come as he pleases. This may matter little 
to most people, but to one man it means a 
great deal. This man is Franco Alta, other- 
wise known as Francisco Garofalo. At the 
Coroner’s inquest and again at the trial of 
Vincenso Quarteraro he gave very damaging 
evidence against the latter. Ever since that 
time he has been in fear of his life. 

UNDER AN ASSUMED NAME. 

Many of his old friends who had given him 
up for dead will be surprised to learn that his 
whereabouts have been discovered, and that 
ever since the murder he has been in hiding 
withina stone's throw of his old haunts. 
When I called upon him yesterday, writes the 
reporter, he undid tne bolts of his door with 
some hesitation and looked out at me suspic- 
iously. 

Are you Francisco Alta?“ I asked. 

No, no,“ he exclaimed hastily, ‘‘my name 
Garofalo.’’ 

He called my attention to the sign over his 
door, which read: E. Garofalo, Manufac- 
turer of Feather Dusters.’’ 

*“*Vincenso Quarteraro was released from 
prison yesterday,’’ said I. 

Garofalo’s Olive skin took on the hue of 
marbie. His eyes twitched nervously. It 
was evident that my news startled him. I 
assured him that I desired.to do him nothing 
but good. Then he shrugged his shoulders 
and admitted that his real name was Alta. 

**Where did you get the name Garofalo?’’ 

Alta declared that it was the name ofa 
friend of his. Aita’s English not being very 
rood, his story would be hardly intelligible if 
reported literally. Stripped of his oddities of 
dictation the story of himself follows: 

Long before the murder of Antonio Flac- 
comio my father and I carried on business at 
No. 118 Third avenue. The name Altais well 
known in that neighborhood. After the mur- 
der I sold Out the store and moved away, I 
did not go very far, for I took up my quarters 
Only a few blocks away from my former quar- 
ters. Ichangedmy name to Garofalo and 
after a while took a floor at Fifteenth street 
and Third avenue, here 1 hung out my sign 
as a manufacturer of feather dusters. 

dia this because after the trial I was 
warned that I must die for having testified 
against one of my brethren.’’ 

At this point I interrupted Alta to inquire 
whether the warnings had emanated from the 
Mafia. The question disconcerted him vastly 


and he proceeded to assure me that he had 


never heard ot tuen a society. The sequel, 
however, will show whether this innocence 
was assumed, 

THE MURDER. 

On Oct. 14, 1888, between the hours of 8 
and 9p. m., I was in the restaurant No. 8 St. 
Mart 's place, with the Quarteraros, Gulzeppa 
Tymaro, Genoa, Gerolamo, Lirgo and Gla- 
como Bolazzi. There was a quarrel because 
Polazzi said he did not want to play with the 
rest of the party.Hot words passed and Polaz- 
gileftthe place. After his departure Antonio 
Flaccomio and Carlo Quarteraro began to 
quarrel. I don't remember what it was all 
about. Finally we all went out intothe hall. 
F laccomio drew a knife. Icaught hold of him 
and endeavored to draw him away, saving: 
‘Come along with me.’ I dragged him out 
into the street as far as the Cooper Union. 
While I was taiking to him Vincenzo Quar- 
terarocame along. Hehada long knife in 
his hand. I watched him,keeping Flacbomio 
behind me. While I was standing with Vin- 
cenzo I heard Natali Sabbatino and Gerolamo 
say: ‘Quarteraro killed Flaccomio.’ All this 
time I was keeping Vincenzo off, 80 
that I did not see Carlo Quartero 
stab Flacomio. But Sa bbatino and 
Gerolamo saw Carlo Quarteraro stab Flac- 
comio: After it was done woe all went back 
to the restaurant, with the exception of 
Carlo and Vincenzo, and talked the matter 
over. We were arrested and sent to the 
House of Detention. Itold my story tothe 
Coroner, and Vincenzo was heid as a party to 
the murder of Flaccomio. After the trial I 
changed my name and residence, as I have 
told you. My friends stood by me and pro- 
fessed entire ignorance of my Wwhereabouts. 
As Garofalo 1 imagined myself safe. I dyed 
my hair and mustache and never went 
abroad in the day time, except under the 
tress <6 the utmost necessity. Whenever I 

1d go ont I Carried a revolvet. I resolved to 
sell my life dearly. In this way a year 
passed by, and 1 established myself ih my 
present quarters and hung out my sign. I 
bought all my feathers at one house— down 
on O14 Slip—and whenever I made a trip 
down there I went at broad hoon and by the 
most circuitous route. Onno other prétext 
have I ventured out ot the hoyse during the 
day since the trial ot Vincenmed Quarteraro. 

MARKED BY THE MAFIA. 

I began to hope that my enemies really 
béliéved me dead or Geparted to some other 
cotntry. My fancied security was rudely in- 
terrupted at this by a numberof threatenin 
letters, which declared that .my @isguise ha 
deen pénetrated and thatI was marked to 
aid. I then put double padlocks Oh my doors 
and was Carotal to suite no strangérs td én- 
ter My shop. I have no childreh, and my 
wife, you be sure, was no less careful 
than myself. Whenever we went to take the 
alt at night we took pains to confiné our 
w4lks within easy bounds of our home and to 
the most privaté part of thé avenue. Six 
months ago I received a lettet from 4 feather 
dealer 1 Aid not know. Ihave since discov. 
éred the writer, but. do not remember the 
name of address.

I do not care to have my history published to 
the world. So far, however, as my safety is 
concerned it makes little difference. It is al- 
ready known to those who have warned me 
that I am living here under an assumed 
name. When they aré ready to kill me they 
will come, and not before. I 2 — 2

first. It may be that that will do little good. 
I know that I am a doomed man. It is useless 
for me to attempt any further disguises. If 1 
should dy to the remotest parts ot the earth 
their vengeance would follow me.’’ 

But whose vengeance? On this point Alta 
insisted on maintaining silence. The Mafia? 
Oh, that, he declared with a face whose pal- 
lor Genied his assertion, had nothing to do 
with it. He knew nothing about the Mana, 
wasamember of no secret society himself 
and feared nothing from that quarter. What 
he was afraid of was the man with a knife. 

THE MURDERED MAN. 

But Alta’s assumed ignorance of the Mafia 
does not chime with the history of Flaccomio, 
the murdered man. Flaccomio, as the facts 
show, was undoubtedly a victim of the ven- 
geance of the Mafia. Antonio Flaccomio and 
Carmillo Farachi, a tobacco man of South 
Brooklyn, both loved the same girl, way 
back in 1884. Her name was Fillipa Teresa, 
and she was very beautiful. Flaccomio was 
a wholesale fruit dealer, doing business in 
Brooklyn and reputed to be very rich. 
Farachi was no less well to do. The story 
goes that Flaccomio won and married the 
girl by blackening his rival's character. Some 
have it that the rivals resolved to fight a 
duel, At all events, the dead body of Farachi 
was found on April 4, 1884, in a secluded 
spot near Castleton, 8. I., stabbed in a half 
dozen places. After the death blow the knife 
had been withdrawn and plunged several 
times in the vietim's back. The knife was 
found beside the dead body. Two days after 
the murder the brother of Farachi went to 
Staten Island and identified the body. 
Strangely enough his companion on that oc- 
casion was no other than Antonio Flacco- 
mio. From some words from Flaccomio had 
led up to during the journey Rainion Farachi, 
the brother of the murdered man, was led to 
the conclusion that Flaccomio knew more 
about the murder than he chose to tell. He 
charged Flaccomio with the murder, and the 
fruit dealer was arrested and tried by a cor- 
onor’s jury, There was not sufficient evi- 
dence to hold him and he was discharged,the 
jury finding that Farachica me to his death by 
falling on the knife. After this extraordinary 
verdict all returned to New York. On the 
boat Rainion Farachi, in the presence 
of Flaccomio and- the others, swore 
that he would be avenged. The 
sequel to this story is not hard to find in the 
affair of the Restorante Italano at No. 8 St. 
Mark’s Place on the evening of Oct. 15, 1888. 
Francesco Alta has already told what oc- 
curred on that fatal night. Flaccomio’s hour 
had struck. His executioner, Carlo Quar- 
teraro, did his work well. Flaceomio died in 
less than a minute after he was stabbed. The 
autopsy showed that his heart had been cut 
nearly in half. Francisco Alta, alias Garofalo, 
alone tolda straight story, but even he was 
Silent as tothe true cause ofthe Killing. He 
said too much, however, for bis own good 
and has been marked on his conscience, as 
another victim of the Mafia. What part he 
had been ordered to playin the Killing of 
Flaccomio will never be known. He may 
have played his part well, and while seeming 
to protect Flaccomio been merely carrying 
outa portion of a preconceived plan by which 
Carlo Quarteraro could the better stab his 
victim from behind.

They Propose to Regulate the Practice of 
Midwifery 


Yesterday afternoon the midwives of this 
city met at Neis“ Hall, northwest corner of 
Foutth street and Franklin avenue, for the 
purpose Of forming a permanent organization 
fot mutual protection in the prdasecution of 
people who assume to practice midwifery, 
but in reality are criminals. The attendance 
was good, 4nd Mrs. Kingelbach was chosen 
president.

The Inquiry Into the Death of Poor Lottie 
Townsend—The Self-Oonfessed Villainy 
of a Man Who Disgraced His Sacred 
Office—Mrs. Naylor’s Queer Conduot- 
George’s Confession of Guilt. 


CATSKILL, N. T., April 14.~To-day Rev. 
Henry W. George, thé self-confessed thief 
and hypocrite, who ruined and was party to 
the death of Lottie Townsend at Leeds was 
arranged in court. While an ordained 
minister in thé Reformed Church this rev 
erened rascal filled pulpits at several places 
in Illinois and Wisconsin. Theft, incen- 
diarism, betrayal ofa young girl and com- 
plicity in the ¢riminal malpractice which 
cost the trusting girl her life are how among 
the acknowledged weaknesses of this pastor. 

He is represented to-day in court by ex- 
United States District Attorney Fiero. Sid- 
ney Crowell appears for George’s alleged ac- 
complice, Dr. Erway. Great excitement Is 
shown everywhere here over the case. 

About two years ago Rev. Henry W. George 
came to this place from Huntley, II., and 
assumed the pastorate of the Dutch Reformed 
Church. He soon began to attract attention 
of an unenviable nature. One night the 
parsonage caught fire, and it and its contents 
were entirely consumed. The fact that all 
the best furniture had been removed to 
the barn previous to the fire led the uncharit- 
able-minded to suppose that the fire was of 
incendiary origin, and that George was the 
guilty party. Shortly afterwards Mrs. 
George lett on a visit to friends in the West, 
and George engaged a young girl named 
Lottie Townsend as his housekeeper. One 
night he entered her room, knelt 
at the side of the bed, an- 
nounced himself as an emissary of God; 
and by altemate prayers and solicitations ac- 
complished the ruin of the simple-minded 
country girl. After the Rev. George 
had carried on his intrigue for some time he 
called in Dr. Erway to perform a criminal 
operation, but the suspicions ofan old lady. 
a friend of Lottie Townsend, had been 
aroused and after the first visit she refused 
to leave the room until she knew 
the truth. Miss Townsend related 
all that had happened, and shortly after- 
wards died. The Rev. George was arrested 
and shortly afterward broke down com- 
pletely. He not only acknowledged the crime 
with which he was charged, but stated that 
he had been a kleptomaniac from youth. He 
had been in the habit of stealing articles 
from the carriages of his parishioners who 
cameto visit him, carried off spoons and 
other articles of value from houses to which 
he was invited, and in fact, had taken every- 
thing that could be carried off. The feeling 
against the reverend rascal is very bitter. 

The action of Mrs. Henry Naylor of No. 306 
West Fifty-sixth street, New York, in fur- 
nishing bail for the Rev. Mr. George, a con- 
fessed hypocrite and libertine, has caused 
much surprise and curious comment. It was 
reported in Catskiih that the guilty clergy- 
man on his release had gone to New York 
with Mrs. Naylor as the latter’s guest, but 
Mrs. Naylor in New York denied this report. 

The fact is also commented on that it was 
at Mrs. Naylor’s housethat George first met 
Lottie Townsend, and that it was at Mrs. 
Naylor’s suggestion that Lottie went to Leeds 
tolive in the clergyman’s family. During 
Lottie’s fatal fliness Mrs. Naylor called on 
her and told her that if she recovered she 
would take her back to live with her. Here 
isa part of what George confessed Jan. 24: 

**] first saw Lottie Towusend, he said, ‘‘at Mrs. 
Henry Naylor's, No. 306 West Fifty-sixth street 
New York. She was there as a governess, but I ha 
only a sing acquaintance with her en Mrs. 
Naylor was about to start for Europe in June last she 
asked me to try and find a place for Lottie in Leeds, 
as she wished to retain her for future service. o- 
cordingly I got her a place with Mrs. Charles Vedder 
and wrote to her when and how to come. I saw her 
about her work a few times during the summer, and 
she came to the parsonage several times to see a 
young iad named Mary, who was staying with us to 

elp about the house. About Sept. 1, after she had 
left the Vedders, she came to the house and asked 
the privilege of staying three — * as she was not 
quite ready to return to New York. We told her she 
was perfectly welcome. It so happened that our 
girl Mary was called home by illness, and so we sug- 
gested to Lottie that she remain, and she acquiesced. 

My wife’s aunt and cousin, from ittefeld, 
Mass., were visiting us at the time, and they in- 
sisted on taking Mrs. George home with them. 
There was no trouble between m fe and me. 
Lottie said she would stay and take care of the 
house and a 7-year old boy, Harry, we had with us. 
One evening while we were sitting on the Turkish 
couch she told me that she had left home when 
— of age because of herfather’s unnatural con- 

uct. Her mother, she said, had died ofa broken 
heart because of it. 

I told her that in future I would protect her and 
that she could be called our daughter tili she settled 
down. That was the beginning of the terrible end. 

After the burning of the parsonage, towards the 
last of September, Lottie went home to Fishkill. I 
wrote to her to return and help arrange my house- 
hold affairs,and she promptly came. Ina few days she 
returned to Mrs. Naylorin New York. She remained 
a month, and on her return confessed to me her 
trouble. I tried to have her go to a hospital, but she 
refused. Ihad a talk with a New York physician 
who declined to treat her. I then told her I should 
consult no other doctor and take no other steps, ex- 
cept if she wanted to go to her aunt or anywhere else 
I would see herthere. This was in November. 

About Dec, 16he sald she had seen Dr. Erway 
and was not going toa hospital or ywhere else. 
She said that the doctor insisted that 1 must be pres- 
ent with her when she visited him. The rest the 
doctor knows better than Ido. I have nothing but 
heartfelt grief at thisaffair. I want my man 
in New York and Brooklyn to see ve 
se proper spiritual advice, that I may be forever

REMEMBERED IN HIS WILL. 


Sequel to thé Killing of Banker Cook in 
South America. 

ELI, N. T., April 17.—One of the most 

romantic features in the history of the Cook 
family at Havana, N. T., has just come to 
light, and nothing can add to the interest 
which a plain recital of the story will arouse. 
Five or six years ago Elbert E. Cook, the 
leading banker in Havana, a leader in the 
church and in society, in fact, the big man of 
the town, as his father, the founder of Cook 
Academy, had been before him, suddenly 
disappeared from home, and it was immedi- 
ately discovered that the funds of the bank 
were mn a deplorable state as the result of 
reckless speculation on the part of the Presi- 
dent. The shortage was over $00,000, and 
Ravana people went wild. Rewards were 
offered, but Cook could not be captured. 
Ex-Senator Minier of this city was appointed 
receiver of the bank. Cock, in the mean- 
time, it afterward developed, went to Buenos 
Ayres, where his wife and children joined 
him. 
The Cooks were leaders in the American 
colony in Buenos Ayres, and in their set 
moved George and J. E. Gluck, sons of John 
G. Gluck, a wealthy citizen of Minneapolis. 
George Gluck and the Cooks became involved 
ma personal dificulty, the result of which 
was that George Gluck shot and killed Mr. 
Cook, and accidentally shot Thankful Cook, a 
daughter of the ex-banker. Through remorse 
at having killed the young lady Gluck com- 
mitted suicide before he could be appre- 
hended. Mrs. Cook buried her husband and 
daughter in Buenos Ayres, and then, with 
the remaining children, journeyed home- 
ward, heartbroken and almost destitute, ex- 
cept for the $2,000 life insurance carried by 
her husband. 

On the homeward voyage Mrs. Cook met a 
man with whom she fell in love, and after 
she had been at home some time he married 
her. The couple went West tolive, and for 
some time past stories tothe effect that the 
lady was again destitute have been coming 


John G. Gluck, the father of Geo. Gluck, 
who murdered Mr.Cook,was not only wealthy 
but was a man ot generous impulses and of a 
kindly nature. After Mrs. Cook returned to 
America he offered her financial ald, but she 
was proud and sensitive and declined his 
proffers of aid. Mrs. Cook would never take a 
cent from the father of the man who mur- 
dered her husband, but Mr. Gluck addeda 
codicil to his will, leaving Mrs. Cook $10,000 
in cash, theamount he had intended to be- 
stow on his wayward son. JohnG. Gluck 
died last week and his will has been admitted 
to probate so that the beneficiary will have 
no trouble in getting the money. She lives 
somewhere in Kansas, itis said. The only 
members of the once powerful Cook family 
now residing in Havana is Miss Grace Cook, 
sister of Elbert. 


THE POSTAL SUBSIDY. 


A Movement on Foot to Secure Justice 


for St. Louis. 


The mall subsidy to be given to steamship 
lines plying to South and Central American 
ports is exciting no little interest in this city, 
anda deputation of members of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange will probably visit Wash- 
ington for the purpose of conferring with the 
Postmaster-General in reference to securing 
aproper service from New Orleans tothe 
ports in Mexico, Central and South America. 
A strong movement is on foot in New York to 
prevent the granting of any consider- 
able subsidy to steamship lines 
plying from gulf ports, as the Eastern mer- 
chants are desirous of retaining the practical 
monopoly of this trade that they enjoy at the 
present time, andare very much afraid of 
Mississippi Valley competition. As is well 
known, the expediting of the mails is in real- 
ity a minor consideration, the real reason for 
the subsidy being the establishment of av- 
enues of trade between the United States and 
ports in the southern portion of the American 
continent. It will therefore not be attempted 
to make particularly fast time between im- 
portant ports, but the routes will 
be so arranged as to lead to the 
vessels bringing the mails touching at a large 
number of small ports. In this way com- 
merce will be increased and the real benefits 
of a postal service will be best obtained. 
From such ports as Rio Janeiro, where direct 
cable communication is obtainable, the 
greater part of the business is transacted by 
telegraph, but there are scores of places, 
small individually, but important in the ag- 
gregate, that have no direct access to the 
United States. The merchants and manu- 
facturers of the Mississippi Valley are par- 
ticularly desirous of reaching these points 
and will strongly urge upon  Secre- 
tary Wanamaker the necessity of arrang- 
ing tha mail schedules in a manner 
that will allow time todo so. The argument 
brought forward by New York is that nearly 
all shipments have’been made from that port 
and that by far the greater proportion of the 
subsidy should be granted to New York lines. 
St. Louis merchants are prepared to prove 
that New York was chosen as a shipping 
point solely because it was the only city from 
which steady shipments could be made, and 
not because the goods sent to South and Cen- 
tral America are produced near New 
York. Statistics ‘have been prepared 
showing that the articles shipped from 
New York to the Southern Continent 
come from nearly every State in the Union, 
and that a very large proportion of them 
come from the Mississippi Valley. The nat- 
ural line of trade would be by way of New 
Orleans, and it is to be urged that this line 
should receive encouragement. Letters have 
been received from Washington stating that 
this can be done if the case is properly pre- 
sented, and as St. Louis is more interested in 
this trade than any other city, every effort 
will be made to secure it.

BERNHARDT’S LA TOSCA. 


THE ARTISTE WELCOMED TO Sr. LOUIS 
BY A SPLENDID AUDIENCE. 


Mme. Bernhardt’s Art Put to a Severe 
Test-—The Contrast Between the Two 


La Toscas’’—‘Cleopatra”’ To-Night— 
Other Attractions. 


Art has much to redeem in Sardou’s ‘‘La 
Tosca, but in the Bernhardt performance of 
it at the Grand Opera-house last evening 
there was art enough of a most subtle yet 
forceful kind to redeem a dozen like it. 

The play is brutal and deals boldly with 
llicit love and unbridled lust. It depicts a 
monster of sensual passion and pitiless 
cruelty. Ingenuity is taxed to the utmost to 
invent means to torture a woman and play 
upon her capabilities for love, jealousy, ro- 
venge, horror and despair. The whole cata- 
logue of emotions is brought into active ex- 
pression. Yet with Bernhardt in the role of 
La Tosca one forgives the author his in- 
genious brutality for the opportunity he 
affords the artiste. 

The part of Floria was written for Mme. 
Bernhardt, and it must be confessed after 
seeing herinit that it fits noone else. We 
have seen one La Tosca,’’ but it was 
made up of flash art and theatric clap-trap 
in contrast with the exquisitely natural de- 
piction of the character and the subtle ex- 
pression of the moods and emotions of the 
passionate singer revealed by Bernhardt. 
The engrossing charm of Bernhardt’s work 


last evening was her naturalness, and 
the supreme test of her art was the 
fact that in all the varied and 


intense emotions to which she gave vivid 
expression she never departed a hairs- 
breadth from the natural pitch, or at least 
she carried her audience so completely with 
her that every act was justified. With true 
artistic instinct Bernhardt builds her work 
from the foundation and instead of attempt- 
ing to depict the emotions of the woman she 
becomes the woman and pictures her in her 
emotions. La Tosca was made a flesh 
and blood reality, whose nature and feelings 
were delineated witha subtility and finesse 
of artistic inspiration which enthralled sym- 
pathy and stimulated the imagination to the 
convincing of the judgment. 


that she made herself the part so thoroughly 
that it is difficult to determine whether any 
part of her performance was better than 
another. She was as charming in her love 
scene, as full of the jealous artifices and cap- 
tivating ways of a passionate woman in love, 
as she was full of dramatic intensity in her 
stronger scenes. Her fits of jealousy and her 


flashes of changing moods were in 
spirations. Being neither youthful nor 
pretty she made herself appear 
young, charming and even beautiful. 


She was capable of showing cause for the de- 
votion she commanded. Afterall, however, 
the superb quality of her art was found in 
the atmosphere which she created in every 
scene. Anguish was personified in the tor- 
ture scene and shuddering detestation and 
despair, culminating in ghastly murder, 
filled the stage with indefinable horror when 
La Tosca shrank shivering from the presence 
of the dead Scarpia in the dusk of the morn- 
ing. The expression intense emotion was 
exhausted by Bernhardt’s treatment of the 
scene. 

To touch upon the detafis of the artiste’s 
work would be merely accumulating praise. 
Mme. Bernhardt never appeared to better 
advantage in this city than last evening. She 
has gained fiesh almost to the point of plump- 
ness, and there was even a suspicion of dim- 
ples in her back. This adds wonderfully to 
her personal attractiveness, which was fur- 
ther enhanced by daintily graceful and pict- 
uresque costumes. 

Thereis little in the play outside of La 
Tosca, and therefore the company fairly met 
the demand made uponit. The Scarpia of M. 
Duquesne was acted with excellent taste and 
with quiet and artistic effectiveness. M. 
Fleury gave an excellent Mario and other 
parts of importance were fairly treated. The 
starring may be put nownas adequate, but 
the minor forces of the production presented 
a rather shabby appearance. 

The audience was of the best in quality and 
numbers, and Mme. Bernhardt was given en- 
thusiastic applause, being recalled several 
times after nearly every act. 

To-night Mme. Bernhardt will appear in 
Sardou’s ‘*‘Cleopatra,’’ which will be repeat- 
ed at to-morrow’s matinee. 


Other Attractions. 

The performance of Charles Frohman’s 
company in All the Comforts of Home’’ at 
the Olympic is one of the brightest and most 
artistic of the kind St. Louis has had for a 
long time.

A IMPORTANT MEETING OF THE ST. 


LOUIS PRESBYTERY. 


Interesting Session of the Christian An- 
deavor Union Committee— 
ments for the Sunday-School May 
tival—General Religious News. 


The St. Louis Presbytery meets at Lafayette 
Park Church next Tuesday evening, the 2ist 
inst., and among the business to be trans- 
acted is that of electing Commissioners to the 
General Assembly of the Presbyterians which 
meets in Detroit, Mich., the third Thursday 
in May, at which will arise several questions 
of vital interest to Presbyterians. Althougb 
the roll has not been made up yet it is thougut 
that the st. Louis Presbytery will be entitled 
to six Commissioners, where there were only 
four at the last Genexal Assembly. It js more 
than probable that Rev. Dr. Niccolis will 
again head the St. Louis delegation, he being 
a member of thé revision committee which 
recently convengd in Chicago, the exact do- 
ings of which hds not yet been given tothe 


public. | 

The impo ce of this meeting of the St. 
Louis Presb will bring out a full attend- 
ance, and évery minister is expected to de 
present and assist in choosing the Commis- | 
sioners, who are to act upon such questions 
as the revision of the confession of faith, in- 
at much as it refers to predestination. It isa 
well-understood fact, although members of 
the Revision Committee have déclined to say 
such is a fact, that the Washington Confer- 
ence decided to admit women to the office of 
qeaconesses, or rather create an order dy 
that name the same as the unused one if 
Presbyterian Churches under the Southern 
jurisdiction. This order will merely 
endow women with the power to hold an 
office which carries no church managerial 
power with it, but which authorizes them to 
carry out any charitable work they may see 
fitin the name of the church. The office is 
elective, the same as the deacons of thé, 
churches, and the change is sought merely 
to give the women’s work in church matters 
a standing. 

Even though the Revision Committee does 
see fit to report in favor of the deaconess 
plan there will be considerable opposition to 
it in the general assembly, the opposition to 
such a measure demonstrating its strength 
when the instructions to the Revision 
Committee came up for consfderation at the 
last General Assembly. But, should the ses 
sion decide in favor of the women workers 
who are demanding recognition, it will be a 
notable instance, the Methodists by a vote of | 
conferences having decidedly refused tqal- 
low their General Conference toconsider the 
question of admitting ladies as lay delegates. 

It is generally conceded among Presbyterian 


| ministers that next Tuesday’s Presbytery 


will elect commissioners favorable to the 
creation of the new order, and that the sup- 
port of the ladies will come principally from 
the South and West, the New England States 
going almost solidly against them heretofore, 
the general supposition being that they will 
do so Again. If this forecast shall prove cor- 
rect, the new order will most probably de 
created, the sections favorable thereto hav- 
ing a majority of the commissioners (or Gele- 
gates) to the General Assembly, 


Christian Endeavor Union Meeting. 

A well attended meeting ofthe Christian 
Endeavor Union Committee was held at the 
First Christian Church, Locust street near 
Compton avenue, Tuesday evening, April 14, 
and business of importance transacted. Will 
Biggers made a report on the special work of 
the societies, and distributed some circular 
matter in reference to awarding the Union 
Committee banner to the society that did the 
greatest amount of work during the past six 
months, this award to take place and be a 
part of the exercises at the next Union meet- 
ing, to be held May 12. 

Moses Greenwood of the committee of the 
Superintendents’ Union presented the matter 
of house to house visitation, which the Unton 
is to take upthe first Thursday in May, and 
solicited the appointment of a committee to 
co-operate with the Union in districting the 
city and making the assignments. It was 
unanimously voted that such committee be 
appointed, and the Union pledged its hearty 
co-operation. 

J. M. Cannon, the district organizer, re- 
quested the co-operation of the union in 
holding the District Convention in St. Louts 
for the counties adjacent to the city on the 
12th of May, and several committees were ap- 
pointed to have the matter in charge. The 
entertainment Committee will endeavor to 
provide free entertainment for all delegates 
outside ofthe city. The meeting will be held 
at the Second Baptist Church, Tuesday after- 
noon and evening, May 12. J. W. Baer, Sec- 
ratary of the United Society of Boston, will 
speak in the eveningand an interesting pro- 
gramme will be had for the afterhoon. 

W. H. McClain, in behalf ofthe Trustees 
for the local union, presented a report in 
reference tothe International Oonvention to 
be held at Minneapolis next July, stated that 
arrangements had been made with the hotel 
for the accommodation of 200 delegates and 
requested that the union arrange fora river 
excursion tobe held sometime during the 
month-of June, proceeds ofthe excursion to 
be turned over tothe trusteesto be used in 
the general expenses ofthe delegation that 
may attend the convention. This was unani- 
mously agreed toand committee appointed 
to co-operate withthe trustees in — 
for the excursion. He also recommend
